PARSIMONIOUS LIEB. 
HIS RIGID DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Gen. Lieb’s claim that he has managed the 
affairs of the County Clerk’s office with econo- 
my bas been looked on generally with great 
distrust. It is true that he has made the asser- 
tion day in aud day out; but the figures, twist 
them how you will, did not seem to bear out 
his assertion. An examination into Lieb’s 
private affairs, however, goes to show that, as 
far as he himeelf is concerned, he knows what 
economy is and practices it.

COUNTY CLERK’S OFFICE ; 
OR, LIEB’S MATCHLESS CIVIL-SERVICE. 

A good many facts and figures about the ad- 
ministration of the County Clerk’s office, which 
is under the charge of Lieb, the Swiss soldier of 
fortune, have heen given im these columns, and 
there are more to come. it has Wen shown 
that the money expended by Lieb has gone 
up ipereasing in amount until it has 
become an important element in the politics of 
his party. It has also appeared that the Swiss 
has been maintaining at the public expense a 
gang of mercenaries compared with whom he 
himself rises almost into loveliness, and that he 
has used these men to run meetings and cau- 
cuses in his interest and those of other men 
whom he has had good reason for wishing to 
advance. 

This payment of fat wages to illiterate bum- 
mers has wonderfully endeared the Swiss to the 


lazy classes, and has been one of their reasons 


for supporting him. “Sure, doesn’t he pay 
good wages to the poor man,“ is one of his 
chief recommendations among the poor men 
who are poor because they will not work. 

These men do not think that, while Lieb is so 
generous, be pays large wages apparently for 
no other purpose than that the ipients may 
nobiy donate half of them to Democratic fricnds 
of his.

TO EXPLAIN THIS MATTER FULLY, 

and to give an idea of the method of extracting

Thus thrown 
out of business Mr. King was seeking employ- 
ment, when Dirty-Shirt Daniels, a low-down 
Democratic politician, and the bosom friend of 
Lieb, approached him and asked him if it were 
true that he wanted work badly.

Daniels then asked him how much he would 
work for per day, and, after some further par- 
ley, offered him $2 per day.

Lieb, and gave it to King to carry to the Swiss. 
On presenting it to Lieb, King was at once set 
to work, as soon as Dirty-Shirt's order was seen 
by the County Clerk of Cook County. Before 
he had been in place a month Daniels came 
around and gave him to understand that he 
would ; 

HAVE TO SIGN A VOUCHER FOR “MORE THAN 

$2 a Day,” 

and that the difference would have to be hana- 
ed over to him, adding, of course, by sbrug, 
wink, and hiut that it was O. K., and that King 
could keep his place so long as he divided fair. 
The prescribed course was followed out by 
King, who accordingly kept his situation, ds the 
books show, through June, July, and part of 
August, at $4 per day, which, being properly di- 
vided, gave the laborer 82 for himself and 82 
for the gang, represented by Daniels, or, $53 
for himself and Y be divided 
up between the crowd represented by 
Daniels. The reader is not at liberty 
to infer that Lieb was one of the beneficiaries of 
the bounty bestowed by King. Such conduct on 
Lieb’s part would be impossible. In connection 
with this subject it may be added, as a matter 
ol common report, that Daniels is known to be 
the familiar spirit of the Ring for the lower and 
dirtier class of work. it is alleged with the 
most perfect freedom by clerks and others that 
Dirty-Shirt’s orders on Lieb for positions are 
always honored, and that when Daniels recom- 
mends a man he always goes to see him just 
after his pay-dax. and, further, that he is likely 
to happen in and see somebody else just after- 
ward. It ts also alleged that it is a com- 
mon sight to see Daniels around among the 
clerks, especially in the lower part of the build- 
ing, and that envelopes pass into bis hands from 
euch clerks as have been appointed on his order. 
ABOUT THE WORST FEATURE OF THIS BUSINESS 
is the fact, that when Mr. King wanted to go 
away into the country to look after some busi- 
ness he was granted a farioach,” and bis name 
remained on the books all the same for eleven 
days,—which, being rendered into English, 
meant that the county had to pay $44 without 
receiving anything therefor. When Mr. King left 
the office for good, he was waited upon by old 
Dirty-Shirt, who waoted him to go Over and re- 
ecipt for that $44 and bring it away, so that the 
Ring could get it.

A CURIOUS SUIT. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Oct. 27.—A curious suit was filed 
in the Circuit Court this morning by Alexander 
S. Buchanan against the firm of Sahlren & 
Singer, for the sum of $50,000 damages. Bu- 
chauan alleges that he was for many years the 
confidentia! clerk of the frm named, and bad 
always enjoyed their confidence; that on the 
13th of this month the two partners sent for 
him to come to the office of Nathaniel Myers, 
attorney. As soon as he had gotten inside 
they locked and bolted the door 80 
that he could not escape, and, to 
his complete astonishment, accused him 
of robbing them of $10,000 worth of goods 
and merchandise. This robbery, they charged, 
bad beep systematically carried on for the past 
ten years, that they had been shadowing him a 
long time, and had complete and conclusive 
proof of his t, and ifhe did not there and 
then refund the amount they would arrest him 
ou the spot and have hum sent to the Peniten- 
tiarv. Buchanan alleges that the suddenness 
and enormity of the charge, of which he was 
wholly innocent, so overwhelmed him that he was 
for the time bereft of his reason, and did not 
know what he was doing or saying. He begged 
for time to consider, but they refused and said 
they would arrest him, and thus ruin him and 
his family. Being frantic with fear, and believ- 
ing he would be ruined if be did not comply 
with their extortionate demands, be did then 
and there pay over and deliver to them $5,000 
of Ozark Iron Works bonds of par value and 
executed his note for $5,000 more, witha deed 
of trust on real estate to secure payment. 
After doing this, Buchanan was released 
from arrest, and went away half-<crazed, 
and remained in that condition several days. 
After his composure of mind was restored, he 
saw how be had been blackmailed and made the 
victim of extortion, and brings suit for recov- 
ery of $50,000 damages. He has a number of 
able lawyers, including ex-Senator Henderson, 
in bis case. and some singular developments are 
expected before the case comes off. 

Messrs. Sahlren. Singer & Co. will publish a 
statement in to-morrow morning’s paper, in 
which they assert that Buchanan was not in- 
veigled into a lawyer’s office and the doors 
locked upon him, but that the interview 
with him was had in the rear office 
of Glover & Shipley, their attorneys, 


y | with the doors unlocked, and persons passing in 


and out, that when charged with robbing the 
firm he admitted the act, but insisted that he 
had not taken so large an amount as they 
claimed; that no coercion was used or threats 
of prosecution and imprisonment made against 
him. that he freely admitted his guilt, and 
went to one of the city banks and returned with 
some bonds which he handed over as part of the 
payment of losses sustained by the firm by rea- 
son of his robbery. Sahlren, Singer & Co. 
further state that thev are ready to meet the 
‘issues on suit at anv time, and have witnesses 
to prove Buchanan’s cuilt. 


A HORRIBLE AFFAIR.

CuriuicoTug, O., Oct. 27.—Edward 8. Mc 
Vey and his wife, Ann, aged respectively 77 and 
72 years, living at the toli-gate, six miles north 
of this place, were murdered last night. Two 
men, supposed to be tramps, en the house 
through a back window. A young girl living 
with the aged couple was awakened by the re- 
port of a pistol. She had the presence of mind 
to secrete herself until she was enabled to 
escape and alarm the neighbors. On their ar- 
rival the dead body of McVey was 
found stretched on the floor with 
a bullet through his breast, and that of 
Mrs. McVey with balls through the head and 
breast. The object of the murderers was to se- 
cure a small amount of money supposed to be 
in the house, but investigation shows that they 
secured none, as about 8400 were found in the 
house to-dav.

LAROS DECIDED INSANE. 
Dispatch to New York Herald. 

HarnriseurG, Pa., Oct. 20.—Gov. Hartranft 
to-day recalled the death warrant in the case of 
Allen C. Laros, who was to be executed at 
Easton, Northampton County, on Monday next, 
for the murder of his father, mother, and Moses 
Schug, an aged man, who made his home with 
the . N r been mo, 
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decide to that effect, another warrant could 
issued for his execution. 

Laros committed the crime for which he was 
to be hanged on Monday,in M 1876. He 
placed arsenic in a coffeepot from which all the 
family but be drank. All, about. eight persons. 
were seized with sudden ulneas, and three died 
within twodays, The motive of the murder 
was to secure several hundred dollars belonging 
to the murderer’s father and Moses Schug to 
enable Laros to educate himself for the legal 
profession. After Laros’ arrest the money was 
found buried in the yard attached to Laros’ resi- 
dence, the poisoner and thief having pointed out 
its whereabouts. The plea of insanity was set 
up at the trial, but the evidence was insufficient 
to convince the jury of its plausibility, and he 
was copvicted of murder in first degree. 

A few months ago, Laros, with other prison- 
ers, attempted to escape from prison. Laros 
himself manufactured a key from a tin cup to 
open several dgors. At a more recent period he 
made a desperate effort to hang himself, but 
was lowered before life had fled. The past few 
weeks his conditioMwas apparently improved, 
the epileptic fits being comparatively few. The 
original death-warrant was fixed for Sept. 10 
for Laros’ execution, but the prisoner was re- 
— 1 to allow an official examination into his 
sanity.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT OF THE ILTII· 
NOIS CENTRAL. 

There has been a vacancy in the Presidential 
chair of the Illinois Central Railroad for nearly 
two years. At the last meeting of the Board of 
Directors, held in New York on the 20th, it was 
decided to fill the vacancy, and Mr. W. K. 
Ackerman, who, ever since the retirement of 
President Douglass, has been the First Vice- 
President and Acting President of the road, 
was unanimously promoted to the positition of 
President. Mr. Ackerman well deserves the 
compliment, as he bas proved himself to be a 
manager of more than ordinary ability and 
sagacity since assuming control of the property. 
Under his management the road successfully 
weathered the failures of the crops along its 
lines last season gnd the dull times from which 
all the roads suffered, and to-day it again stands 
proudly in the front ranks of our Western rail- 
roads, with its securities as high as those of 
most of them. This result is in a great meas- 
ure to be attributed to the ability of Mr. Ack- 
erman as a fivancier. In this particular Mr. 
Ackerman is an expert, having had an unusual 
amount of experience. He entered the service 
of the IIlinois Central Railroad as a clerk in the 
financial department of the road in New York 
nearly twenty-six vears ago, and by energy, in- 
dustry, and reliability he rose step by step until 
he attained the position of Treasurer, and af- 
terwards General Auditor at Chicago. As 
already stated, he was promoted to the position 
of First Vice-President about two years ago, 
and has been Acting President ever since Presi- 
ident Douglass resigned. Mr. Acker- 
man was born in New York 4 years 
ago, and comes from the old nick- 
erbocker stock. His father has been 
a resident of that city for eighty-five successive 
years. Mr. J. C. Clark succeeds Mr. Ackerman 
as First Vice-Presidcnt, but wili remain at the 
same time General Manager of the New Orleans 
branch. It is probable that before long Mr. 
Clark will be electea President of the New Or- 
leans line in place of Mr. Osborn, who intends to 
resien. Under the new Presidency the Illinois 
Central can hardly fail to prosper, especially as 
Mr. Ackerman bas the able assistance of Mr. 
Joseph Tucker, Master of Transportation, and 
Mr. E. T. Jeffries, Superintendent.

The Old Man Swears at a Serenading Party. 

New Tonk. Oct. 27.—Ex-Gov. Tilden was 
serenaded to-night. In his speech he said: “If 
our British cousins find it diffieult to get a 
supply of food, we have a boundless supply and 
a continent in which are vast areas of fertile 
soil adapted to the use of agricultural machinery 
and connected with centres of trade by great 
rivers, vast internal seas, and 75,000 miles of 
railways. Why cannot the British workmen 
have cheap food, our farmers good trade, and 
our carriers facilitate this commerce! Com- 
mercial exchanges. it must be remembered, in- 
volve mutuality. We must reform and moder- 
ate our barbarous revenue system, and no longer

NEW YORK. 


The Greenback and Labor Movement—Polit- 
ical Prospect in New York City. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 27.—The men who ran the 
railroad riots in this State propose to do some- 
thing in politics. The correspondent of the 
Times writes from Elmira that the Greenback 
and Liberal Republican movement, which exert- 


ed so disturbing an influence in Ohio, promises to 


have a similar effect upon the canvass in the 
southern tier of New York. Immediately after 
the railway strikes, the Labor-Reform move- 
ment was commenced by someof the most 
prominent members of the Bread-Winners’ 
Leagues. its first object was to streagth- 
en the Workingmen’s party, and to 
press its canvass with more energy and 
and vigor than ever before. Recently, however, 
they have united with the Greenback organiza- 
tion, and, calling themselves Greenback and 
Labor Reformers, have declared war upon both 
Republicans and Democrats. What effect the 
movement will have remains to be seen. 
The shrewdest political observers are 
enttrel at des about the matter, 
and will not venture a prediction. The move- 
ment has taken deep root in the Counties of 
Chemung, Steuben, Allegheny, and Schuyler, 
In Elm Corning, Hornells ville, and all the 
lesser railway and manufacturing centres, 
where a large number of workingmen 
are employed in the shops and rail- 
road yards, the party has established club- 
rooms and meeting-places. Here in Elmira 
every ward has its Labor Reform headquarters, 
in which well-attended meetings are held cach 
night. Whatever may be the result of the 
movement, there can be no doubt 
as to the perfect discipline of 
those e d im it.

Specimens of Foreign English. 

At all the tourist-towns abroad, British visitors 
are much looked for; and it is amusing to see the 
mode in which inscriptions and advertisements 
are drawn up in English, or what is supposed to 
be English, for the sake of riveting the atten- 
tion of possible guests or customers belonging 
to the nation of shopkeepers.’ Many tourists 
have taken copies of these curiosities, which 
have afterward found their way into print in 
various forms. Hotels are famous for these 
curiosities; the variety of language spoken oy 
the visitors supplying a reason for this. The 
Drei Mohren (T Moors) Hotel, at Ausburg, 
has the following entry in the visitors’ book: 
‘ January 28, 1815; His Grace Arthur Wellesley, 
etc.; great honor arrived the beginning of this 
year to the Three Moors; this illustrious warrior, 
whose glorious achievements, which, cradled in 
India, have filled Europe with his renown, de- 
scended in it. At the Trois Allies Hotel, Salz- 
burg, some few years ago, mine host invited 
English visitors by the following announcement: 
„George Nelbeck leave to recommend his 
hotel b the Three Allied, situated vis-a-vis of 
the birth-home of Mozart, which offers all com- 
forts tothe meanest charges.”

THE FOREIGN ENOW-NOTHINGS. 
From those whom we know to be of for- 
eign birth, and from those whose names in- 
dicate as much, we judge that Americans 
have been excluded altogether from the 
County Democratic ticket, except for the ju- 
dicial places, for which the foreign element 
on the Democratic side seemed to furnish no 
available material. This is a species of 
Know-Nothingism as offensive in every way 
as a combination of native Americans with 
the purpose of refusing citizens of foreign 
birth all political recognition. An exclusive 
alliance of Irish and Germans is Lixs’s poli- 
cy. It represents his single notion of polit- 
ical success, because it was by means of such 
| an alliance that he was first elected to office. 
This was in 1873, when the foreign elements 
were united in opposition to the Sunday and 
saloon ordinances. But he ignores the fact that 
the conditions of that campaign were pecul- 
iar. The Germans consented to an unnatu- 
ral political affiliation with the Irish, because 
they believed their personal rights were 
threatened by fanatics, and conceived that it 
was only in this way that they could protect 
themselves. That alliance, having accom- 
plished its specific purpose, resulted so dis- 
astrously as to thoroughly disgust all reputa- 
ble and responsible citizens of foreign birth 
or antecedents; the bankruptcy of the city 
and the betrayal of public affairs into the

It is evident from the composition of the 
Democratic Central Committee intrusted with 
the running of the campaign. It is further 
apparent from the fact that Tou Lrxon was 
taken up in the hope that he would distrib- 
ute his whisky profits liberally among the 
gang. The success of Lun's ticket, if it 
shall be successful, will be due mainly to a 
combination of these vicious classes, and the 
County Government will be run for their 
benefit. This is the true purport of the 
ostensible German-Irish combination repre- 
sented by Lres and Lrncz. It was the his- 
tory of the similar combination in 1873 for 
the control of city affairs. It is an outcome 
which should be combated by all good citi- 
zens, whether of American or foreign extrac- 
tion, as menacing the common welfare of the 
community. 


THE DEFICIT IN THE COUNTY FINANCES. 

The people of Chicago have not, we fear, 
given that attention to the proceedings of 
the County Government which their interests 
demand, In 1873 the People’s party elected 
a Mayor and Common Council which in two 
years and a half reduced the City Govern- 
ment to a condition of bankruptcy. There 
was a floating debt exceeding three millions 
of dollars, an authorized expenditure largely 
exceeding the revenue, credit gone, and the 
city’s paper under protest. Public interest 
was aroused, public indiguation expressed, 
and the people, sinking all ordinary differ- 
ences, united in putting both Mayor and 
Common Council out of office, and placing 
public offices in the hands of other and more 
competent and trustworthy men. 

A like condition of affairs prevails in the 
County Government. The county has now 
two floating debts. The first of these con- 
sists of expenditures made to an amount ex- 
ceeding $350,000, for which there is no pro- 
vision, except such money as may be col- 
lected from back or unpaid taxes, extending 
several years, even as far as 1872. The sec- 
ond debt is of the present time. The first 
item of this is for money paid out in excess 
of appropriations ; this amounts to about, if 
not more than, $450,000. The approprie- 
tions for all the county purposes were pur- 
posely made too low, in order to include one 
for the Court-House. Having reduced the 
appropriations, 4he Commissioners have re- 
fused to reduce thé expenditures, but have 
largely increased them, and especially by the 
creation of new offices and a liberal increase 
of salaries. The result has been a deficiency, 
which by December will amount to half a 
million of dollars. In addition to this debt 
of $800,000, it is understood the county is 
largely in arrear to the contractors on the 
Court-House, to the extent, probably, of 
$200,000, showing an aggregate of one million 
of dollars, which can only be carried by 
temporary loans ; and so weak has become 
the county credit that these loans cannot be 
obtained at 8 per cent, while the city can 
borrow all it wants at 6 percent. The men 
who have brought the county to this condi- 
tion of financial distress were elected in 1874 
and 1875, by the same gangs who elected the 
Mayor and Council in 1873; and since the 
outraged people rescued the City Government 
the gang has given especial attention to 
plundering the county. The county debt 
has now reached that point that it requires 
all the revenue that can be lawfully collected 
(75 cents on the $100 of assessed taxable val- 


) mation) to meet the current expenses of the 


county when honestly and economically 
managed. There certainly can be little or 
nothing spared for the Court-House. Those 
members of the present Board whose terms 
expire this fall have been repudiated by all 
parties, and the Board will know them no 
more forever. Bat the Boss "—the man 
who sits in the County Clerk’s office, and 
who manages the politics and directs the leg- 
islation of the county—is stili in office; and 
is a candidate for re-election. If the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners (who we believe are 
respectable and honest men) should be 
elected with Lirp they will of necessity be 
ruled by their party chief, and LI, if re- 
elected, will justly claim and exercise ab- 
solute control. What his control means may 
be seen by the pay-rolls of his office, pub- 
lished elsewhere. The number of his sub- 
ordinates, names given, was 226, and the 
pay-roll in September aggregated $11,639, or 
at the rate of $139,668 a year, when three 
years ago he offered to run the whole office, 
free of all expense to the county, for $45,000 
a year, he then avowing he could make 
$10,000 a year profit at that rate. The ex. 
traordinary expenses of the Clerk’s office 
will account largely for the deficiency in the 
county revenue. Twenty years ago the pub- 
lic protested against the magnitude of that 
office; but the expenditure of $140,000 a 
year for salaries alone exceeds even the 
wildest notions of waste aud er- 
travagance. The service performed by 
his clerks may be guessed at when 
it is known they composed a large 
portion of the Workingmen’s and the Dem- 
ocratic Conventions. Whenever he wants a 
bummer for politics he puts him on the pay- 
roll, and has him paid $4 a day out of 
the County Treasury. We shall not be sur- 
prised if the pay-roll of the County Clerk's 
office for October reach $15;000,—the extra 
amen being employed to work for Laxs's lec. 

The county finances, however, require at- 
tention. The county will be, on the ist of 
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is elected and secured. In either case, the 
duty of the voter is a clear one, and that is 
to vote against Lies. Defeat him, and there 
will be at least a beginning made in the way 
of honest government, and then the Board 
of Commissioners, no matter of whom con- 
stituted, will be relieved of his influence and 


control. 
THE RELIGION OF AMUSEMENTS. 

Asceticism has not flourished in America, 
either because the soil has been too rich or 
the climate too invigorating. It is to be 
wondered at that the gospel of self-denial has 
not been more widely embraced here, for the 
degree of renunciation required by it is less 
in proportion to the temptations, and the 
temptations are less in new communities than 
in old ones. There has been, it is true, some 
assaults upon amusements for their own 
sake. We have known the Puritan Sabbath 
in all its formal austerity; andi there has not 
been one kind of innocent enjoyment which 
has not excited the concern of some godly 
people. But there has been comparatively 
little exhibition of a malevolent and soured 
disposition in the crusades against the good 
spirits of our people. The crusaders have 
been conscientious, and often rational in 
their methods. They have proceeded some- 
times by appeals to the sensibilities of those 
they seek to improve, not by threats of pun- 
ishment and the terrors of the law. The or- 
dinary method in the older countries is dif- 
ferent. Authority is exercised by State 
clergymen to maintain the dignity and the 
traditions of the Church; and the great ends 
of the Church are often lost sight of in the 
pursuit of its temporal glory. This is true 
of the English Church as much as of any 
other. In the rural communities of En- 
gland the interference of the clergy with 
the amusements of their parishioners pro- 
duces almost an abridgment of their per- 
sonal liberties; and, although the authority 
of the clergy is derived mainly from the sa- 
cred character of their calling, apart from 
their own qualifications to judge of such 
matters, it is not on that account less 
weighty with the masses. 

Within a generation there has been a 
strong reaction in England against flabby 
Christianity. CALs KinasLey was per- 
| haps the first to advocate a change in the 
physical development of the Church, He 
taught the doctrine of Muscular Christianity, 
and enforced his teaching to such a degree 
by example that he wrought a marvelous 
effect. He made amusement not only a 
privilege but a duty, and removed from 
nearly every form of human activity the 
seal of condemnation fixed upon it by a pre- 
vious generation. The good that KWastr 
did, it is a pleasure to observe, lives after 
him. He has left disciples to carry on and 
magnify his work. Their voices were he ard 
in the great Church Congress at Croyden 
early this month when the question of Pub- 
lic Amusements” came up for discussion. The 
essayist of the occasion exhibited the usual 
reverence for a decaying Asceticism, and 
found ample support in the conservative 
sense of the Congress. The Rev. F. Gor 
said it was not the business of the clergy to 
eater for the amusement of their parishion- 
ers. In his opinion, any form of amuse- 
ment that indisposed a Christian to engage 
in devotions afterwards was questionable. 
He advocated ** the home-circle ” and the in- 
finence of pious parents as remedies for the 
want of entertainment complained of. This 
familiar platitude brought up the Rev. J. W. 
Horsizy, who seems to be an excellent type 
of the modern, self-reliant, well-balanced, 
muscular Christian. He said: 

The people of the Church would be, must be, 
and should be amused; and it was the duty of the 
Charch to regulate, not to ignore or condemn, their 
deeds. Diviner of a former generation considered 
an atmosphere of refined and gentle melancholy 
the proper tone for mortals, but the clergy of tne 
present day cared not to persuade men that the 
source of joy was in their hearts by hanging out 
the sign of the Prince of Darkness in their faces; 
and for their poorer brethren at least they might 
be allowed to think that they had better be sung to 
than groaned over. [Applause and laughter, | 
Joux Bunran spoke with regret of the young 
woman whose name was DvLL—how prolific she 
was, and how rarely her descendants had emigrat- 
ed from England. Fanem et circenses was a hu- 
man, and nota purely pagan cry. The Church had 
learned that there was a religion of health: it must 
also learn that there was a religion of amusement, 
and that the calling of an amuser was a sacred call- 
ing. [Applauee. } 

The Religion of Amusements is barely sug- 
gested by Mr. Honstzy, who, indeed, had 
not the desire to expand it into a system. 
His main idea is that religion can work 
efficiently through the everyday life of the 
people. He would have nothing sanctimoni- 
ous about it. Recognizing as a part of the 
human constitution the universal desire for 
entertainment, he awards it a place among 
the works of Gop. As such it is to be re- 
spected and cultivated. It is too important 
a part of man to be neglected. Mr. Hons- 
tex would probably consent to advance a 
step farther and say that the existence of 
any form of amusement is prima facie 
evidence in its favor. Pernicious influence 
must not be assumed but proved. In the 
case of the theatre, for instance, the pre- 
sumption is that, since it is an historical in- 
stitution, dating its origin back hundreds of 
years, it has a basis in sound sense and good 
morals. The deterioration of the theatre 
does not require the conclusion that it has 
survived its usefulness. There may be a 
milder remedy than fire for the evils it prop- 
agates. Mr. Horsixy holds it to be the duty 
of the Charch to reform and purify the stage 
rather than to condemn it. The Richard III. 
of Invine spoke to his mind, and the 
Rip Van Winkle of dJxzrrzrson to 
his soul, in a way that could not easily be 
forgotten. What is true of the theatre is 
true in an equal degree of music-halls and 
all other forms of amusement. Hardly one 
of them but is susceptible of such reform 
that it can be made the ally of true religion. 
When this subject is taken hold of in the 
right manner, the clergy will find that they 
have brought themselves near to the hearts 
of the people. If the man who makes the 
ballads of a nation can afford to despise the 
one who makes the laws, how much more 
can he who controls the amusements be 
powerful for good or evil!

SOME NEEDS OF THE CHURCH. 

The Nation, which usually deals with 
politics and finance, has at last grappled 
with a religious question, or, to speak more 
strictly, so@ial phases resulting from an 
absence of religion. The problem which it 
discusses is the dishopesty of church-mem- 
bers and the irreligion of the poor,—a prob- 
lem which recently engaged the attention of 
the Triennial Convention of the Episcopal 
Church. The former branch of the problem 
is certainly an important one, when it is 
cofisidered that nearly all of the large de- 
faulters, forgers, and financial peculators 
who have been lately exposed were not 
only members of churches, but active mem- 
bers, who have been conspicuous for their 
ecclesiastical industry and their prominent 
standing in the Church. It is but justice to 
the Triennial Convention, as well as to the 
Nation, to say that neither of them gives a 
very well-defined remedy for the evil they 
discuss, and perhaps no one else can. The 
Nation, however, presents a cause for church 
scandals that Taz Curcaco Taru in times 
past has suggested, but which is well worth 
repeating by way of emphasis, and that is, 
the loss of faith in the dogmatic part of 
Christianity. The Nation says: People do 
not believe in the fall, the atonement, the 
resurrection, and a future state of reward 
and punishment at all, or do not believe in 
them with the certainty and vividness which 
are needed to make faith a constant influence 
on a man's daily life. They do not believe 
they will be damned for sin with the assur- 
ance they once did, and they are consequent- 
ly indifferent to most of what is said to them 
of the need of repentance.” Without ac- 
cepting this declaration in its sweeping char- 
acter, there is undoubtedly much of truth in 
it. Arguing from this basis, is it not logical 
to assume that the Church itself, rather than 
the world, is largely responsible for this fail- 
ure of religion to act as a rule of 
conduct? With the rapid development of 
science, the general progress of thought, 
and the enlargement of ideas, the people 
keep even pace, and it is natural that they 
should; but the leaders of the Church, those 
who expound its theology and seek to en- 
force its discipline, not only do not advance 
in any ratio with this progress, but they 
stand still and oppose it. They are conserv- 
ative to the degree that everything must 
square with their dogmas or else be rejected. 
Their dogmatism is so inelastic that it will 
not yield. It will surrender nothing, com- 
promise with nothing, investigate nothing. 
Science and human thought in all its depart- 
ments must lay aside all their pretensions, 
or else Science must be Anathema Maranatha. 
The consequence is the people are running 
away from their leaders, and, being without 
spiritual guides, are acting after the manner 
of the world, without restraint or discipline, 
so that the carnal man frequently gets 
the better of the spiritual man. The 
Nation, in despair, suggests as a remedy that 
Church membership ought to involve dis- 
cipline of some kind in order to furnish 
moral aid.” But what shall the discipline 
be? Whoshall enforce it? How are the 
Church leaders to enforce it when they are 
so far behind their flocks that they cannot 
reach them? The toughest of all duties for 
the average man is self-denial,—that is, not 
to do the very thing he wants to do,—which 
lies at the basis of religious success. If the 
leaders and the flocks are notin active sym- 
pathy, if the leader is preaching what the 
flock will not concede, it is but natural that 
the average man should do just what he 
wants. Humanity is not ascetic except 
under compulsion,—some hope of reward or 
fear of punishment,—and that compulsion 
must result from a discipline well-nigh mar- 
tial in severity. It is possible, if the bar of 
dogmas did not loom up so forbiddingly and 
blankly between pew and pulpit, that 
the leaders might come closely enough 
to the people to suggest a form of asceticism 
that might not necessitate utger withdrawal 
from .the world. It is a hard problem to 
solve, but are the leaders making any effort 
to solve it? Does it ever come up as a ques- 
tion for examination in Synods and Conven- 
tions? Is it preached upon in the pulpit 
or wrestled with in the prayer-meeting? It 
is more vital than foreordination. predestina- 
tion, transubstantiation, consubstantiation, 
or any other “ ation” in theology ; and until 
the Church, through its leaders, can devise 
some means of making religion act as a prac- 
tical, everyday rule of conduct, the Church 
cannot offer its certificates as infallible guar- 
antees, or even of more value than unsecured 
moral paper. 

The other branch of the problem is not so 
difficult to meet, as it does not involve 
dogma. The poor are irreligious because it 
is too expensive for them to be religious. 
No poor man likes to make public conces- 
sions to his poverty, except with his butcher 
and grocer. The pride of poverty is quite as 
exacting as the pride of wealth If, there- 
fore, the poor man must come forward and 
sue for religion in forma pauperis he will be 
likely not to come at all, especially in these 
latter days, when Communism has seduced 
some of the working classes and the bee 
of equality is in all their bonnets. 
But this is the tendency, and it is 
almost universal in the Protestant Church,— 
the Roman Church being elastic enough, 
and possessing machinery exactly adapted 
to meet this want. As the Nation puts it, 
‘‘ ecclesiastical organizations” which sell: 
cushioned pews at auction, or rent them at 
high rates, and build million-dollar churches 
for the accommodation of one thousand wor- 
shipers, can never convert the working- 
man. The matter of dollars and cents 
keeps him out. He will cheerfully pay all 
worldly taxes, but refuses to be assessed for 
religion. He will take a back seat in the 
theatre, does not lay it to heart that he is 
not invited to the revels of the upper ten- 
dom, and cheerfully accepts an inferior 
place in all worldly arrangements; but he 
will not consent to a back seat in a public 
place of worship, nor admit the Christianity 
of the church-goer who will not kneel 
beside him on terms of social equality. 
The Roman Church does this better. There 
is first a binding obligation upon every per- 
son over 8 years of age to go to church;

SERVIA. 
COMPACT WITH RUSSIA—PREPARING TO RENEW 
THE FIGHT. 
By Telegravh to London Times. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 11.—Yesterday at a meeting 
of the Cabinet tne terms of an arrangement 
with Russia were unauimously and definitively 
agreedupon. Nothing, however, has yet trans- 
pired regarding the various clauses of the 
agreement. 

According .to one version, the arrangements 
between Russia and Servia are perfect, and the 
active participation of the Principality decided 
upon; another account makes the agreement all 
but complete; while a third story has it that 
nothing is yet settled, and that the Russian 
Diplomatic Agent has applied to headquarters 
for fresh instructions. The same conflicting 
rumors prevail with regard to the question of 
money, the second installment of which has ar- 
riyed, according to some, and is not yet forth- 
coming, according to others. 

in well-informed circles here, however, the 
discussion about Servian intervention is re- 
garded rather as an idle one, since, in one sense, 
—namely, as regards the general resolution to 
watch events and step in whenever this can be 
done with as much advantage and as little risk 
as possible to Servia,—the matter has lung been 
decided; while, as to the exact moment of 
going to war, Convention or no Convention, the 
question will depend on the turo of events at 
the seat of war in Bulgaria. It is certain, indeed, 
that Russia of late has been endeavoring to 
hasten this moment, but, for all that, it is not 
believed that any exact date has yet been fixed 
upon. The main excuse alleged by Servia for 
delay is her state of unreadiness, and this is a 
plea, moreover, which could be put forward 
with some reason, fur, according to the most 
trustworthy intelligence, clothing, provisions, 
and means of transport are even now still very 
defective in the Servianarmy. As long as the 
army remains in its own conntry, this matters 
little; but the deficiency would be very 
seriously felt in an offensive movement 
beyond the borders at this season 
of the year. The 13th of September, 
the first date named for Servian inter- 
vention, has already passed; the second period, 
the 10th of October, has likewise led; and now 

ain the middle of November is referred to, 
doubtless with as little justification as the first 
two. Nav. if Serviais to intervene this year at

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Lowpon, Oct. 27.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times telegraphs that he believes Presi- 
dent MacMahon bas fallen under the influence 
of those who are determined to resist the will 
of the nation, but the Cabinet is divided about 
how far such resistance ought to be carried.

JAPAN. 

TERMINATION OF THE SATSUMA REBELLION— 
FENCING IN A BELEAGUERED TOWN WITH 
BAMBOO. 

St. Louis mepublican, Oct. 29. 

Toxo, Japan, Sept. 28.—The Satsuma rebell- 
jon, that has been dragging its slow length 
along since February last, is at length over, and 
in a few days more we shall be able to record 
that the Empire is once again in the happy en- 
viroument of universal tranquillity. Saigo and 
Kirino, the two leaders of the rebellion, are no 
more, and with their death, as might have been 
expected, the insurrectionary movement col- 
lapsed. But the last act of this rebel chief will 
@robably live in story for hundreds of years, 
and Saigo, in spite of being a rebel, will go 
downto posterity as a hero whose daring has not 
been surpassed by any single name in Japanese 


history. 

Your readers have already been informed 
how, alter the fall of Kummamotto, Saigo and 
his followers betook themselves to the moun- 
tain fastnesses of Hiuga, a province contiguous 
to that of Satsuma, and bow after many weeks 
of desultory fighting they were at last hemmed 
in within a small compass, say six miles square. 
Here they were surrounded by the Imperial 
troops, who felt confident that the rebel fangs 
had been drawn, and the surrender of the whole 
band was but a matter of time. So assured 
were the Imperial leaders that no more danger 
was to be apprehended, tuat the greater part of 
the army was sent back to Tokio, the principal 
Generals left tbeir commands, and the extra 
garrison was witndrawu frum Kagoshima, the 
nome of Saigo, and the spot where be first un- 
furled his inaurrectionary banver. 

On the 23d of August the larger part of 
Saigo’s army surrendered to the imperialists. 
Two days aiterwards, be bimseli at the head of 
500 of his picked men made a desperate sortie, 
and catching the Imperialists uoprepared cut 
his way through the lines. Four days aiter- 
wards, after having made a forced ma ch in that 
short time of 140 miles over a rough and bro«en 
country, he reappeared at Kagushima. Here 
there were left oniy about 200 policemen and 
some 600 raw troops. Saigo gut possession of 
the greater part of the town, svized a quantity 
of arms and ammunition, aud entrencbed nim- 
self on the site of tae old school-house, the 
ye spot where the rebels had inaugurated 
their conflict with the Imperial Government. 
The gallantry of the police saved the kencho 
(city-hajl) and some other public buildings, al- 
though the Governor thought it prudent to 
leave Kagoshima with the archives. Once 
more the imperial Government was in the 
greatest alarm, but they acted with fair prompt- 
ness. Troops were immediately sent back, 
and, the army through waich Saigo had 
cut his way coming up m pursuit. the rebel 
vhief wag soon closed in, as the Japanese Gen- 
eral himself puts it, like a rat in a bag. Nor 
did the Imperial General feel like risking his 
troops in an attack. He surrounded them,—tbe 
rebels occupying a position closely resembling a 
e rale, about two miles in diameter,—and built 
atripe bamboo fence ail around and then 

shot and shell into tue inclosure. Tins 
continued for about two wecks. The object of 
the Imperialisis was undoubtedly to starve 
them out and capture the rebel leader alive. 
Un the 22d inst. Saigo, probabiy seeing that all 
was lost, determined on one more desperate 
effort to break through. Acvoridingly, putting 
himself at the head of his little army. which cer- 
tainiy could not have numbered more than 500 
men, he made arush at the fences and broke 
through. But this time the Imperiaiists were 
not caught napping. They repelled the 
attack and drove tae rebels back into 
the inclosure and followed them up. assum- 
ing the offensive. Saizo with a few men 
was surrounded, and, secing all chances of es- 
cape cut off, drew a pistol and attempted to 
shoot himself. This was prevented, however, 
by the Imperialists, several of whom succeeded 
in catching hold of the rebel chief and piniou- 
ing lus arms and legs. At this juncture about 
half a dozen ol Saigo’s followers rushed up, and, 
taking in the position, one of them with one cut 
ot his sword severed o’s bead irom his body 
and rusbed off with it. For you must know 
that, according to Japanese ideas, by saving and 
burying the head the victim is saved from dis- 
hovor. ear: ity done to the body doesn’t 
count. o, Beppu, Murata, Heminoi, ana a 
score more of tuese brave but misguided men 
fell fighting, and the rest were captured.

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A FATED TORPEDO-BOAT. 


The History of the Craft that Sunk the Hou- 
satonie. 

Gen. G. f. Beauregard in Phiiadelphia Weekly Times. 

Nearly about the time of the attack upon the 
New Ironsides by the David, Mr. Horace I. 
Hunley, formerly of New Orleans, but then liv- 
ing in Mobile, offered me another torpedo-boat 
of a different description, which had been bulit 
witu his private means. It was shaped like a 
fish, made of galvanized iron, was twenty feet 
long, and at the middle three and a half feet 
wide by five deep. From its shape it came to be 
known as the fsh torpedo-boat.”’ Propelled 
by a screw worked from the inside by seven or 
eight men, it was so contrived that it could be 
submerged and worked under water for several 
hours, and to this end was provided with a flu 
on each side, worked also from the interior. By 
depressing the points of these fins, the boat 
when in motion was made to descend, and by 
elevating them it was made to rise. Light was 
afforaed through the means of bull’s-eyes placed 
in the men-holes. Mr. Payne, the engineer who 
had successfully saved the David, having vol- 
unteered with a crew from the Confederate 
navy to man the fish-boat for another attack 


hands for that purpose. While tied to the wharf 
at Fort Johnson, whence it was to start under 
cover of night to make the attack, a steamer 
passing close by capsized aud sunk it. Mr. Payne, 
who at the time was standing in one of the man- 
holes, jumped out into the water, which, rush- 
into the two openings, drowned two men then 
within the body of the boat. After the recovery 
of the sunken boat Mr. Hunley came from 
Mobile, bringing with him Lieut. Dixon, of the 
Alabama Volunteers, who had successfully ex- 
rimented with the boat in the harbor of Mo- 
ile, aud under him another naval crew volun- 
teered to work it. As originally designed, the 
torpedo was to be oe astern upon the sur- 
face of the water; the boat, approaching the 
broadside of the vessel to be attacked, was to 
dive beaeath it, and, rising tothe surface beyond, 
continue its course, thus bringing the floating 
torpedo against the vessel's side, when it would 
be discharged by atrigger contrivea to go off by 
the contact. Lieut. Dixon made repeated de- 
scents in the harbor of Charleston, diving un- 
der the naval receiving ship which lay at anchor 
there. But one day when he was absent from 
the city Mr. Hunley, unfortunately, wishing to 
handle the boat himself, made the attempt. It 
was readily submerged, but did not rise again 
to the surface, and all on board perished from 
asphyxiation. When the boat was discovered, 
raised, and opened, the spectacle was indescrib- 
ably ghastly ;the unfortufate men were contorted 
into all kinds of horrible attitudes ; some clutch- 
ing candles, evidently in the endeavor to force 
open the man-holes; others lying in the bottom 
tightly grappled together, and the blackened 
faces of all presented the expression of their 
despair and agony. After this tragedy I re- 
fused to permit the boat to be used again; 
but Lieut. Dixon, a brave and determined man, 
having returned to Charieston, applied to me 
for authority to use it against the Federal 
steam sloop-of-war Housatonic, a powerful new 
vessel, carrying eleven guns of the largest cal- 
ibre, which lay at the time inthe north channel 
opposite Beach Inlet, materially obstructing the 
passage of our biockade-runners in and out. At 
the suggestion of my Chief-of-Staff, Gen. Jor- 
dan, | consented to its use for this purpose, not 
as asubmarine machine, but in the same man- 
ner as the David. As the Housatonic was easily 
approached through interior channels from 
behind Sullivan’s island, and Lieut. Dixon 
readily procured a volunteer crew, his little ves 
sel was fitted with a Lee spar torpedo and the 
expedition was undertaken. Lieut. Dixon, 
acting with characteristic cooiness and resolu- 
tion, struck and sunk the Housatonic; but un- 
happily, from some unknown ca the torpedo 
boat was also sunk, and all with it lost. Several 
years since a “diver,”’ examining the wreck of 
the Housatonic, discovered the lying 
al of its victim.

“What is it you are confined for now, Mr. 
Tweed. Are you under sentence or awaiting 
trial!? 

„Well, I'm confined for debt. They say im- 
prisonment for debt was abolished in America 
many years ago, but I don’t see it. You can ar- 
rest a man for debt here easier than in any 
country in the world. Walk around this jail 
and ask who now are here? My imprisonment 
is for inability to pay that six millions of dollars 
for which I have had judgment found against 
me. And they can keep me here until I rot.” 

“Well, the election which is coming off will 
put in new State officers.” 

But the same Governor will be in office,” 
said Mr. Tweed. No. My remedy must be 
found in the courts. I have made all the resti- 
tution in my power. I am not indictable. I 
am simply here because I cannot pay a judg- 
ment.“

qpence is enormous expense. When I began to 
keep horses I bought two and bired one man.

Her Reminiscences—Senator Benton’s Home 
Life at Washington and St. Louis. 
Harper’ s Noowomber. 

Our house in Washington was headquarters 
for the varied interests from ail these places 
while about my mother there collected an 
shaped itself a circle which formed for many 

ears really a salon, to be broken up only by her 

oss of health. 

This life rabbed ont many littie prejudices, 
and fitted us better than any reading could have 
done tu comprehend the necessary differences 
and equal merits of differing peoples, and that 
aithough different each could be right. The 
manner in which my father taught us also led us 
up to the same ideas. 

The French language was a necessity, and 
that we acquired without any trouble, se 
we had a nurse who began us with it as soon as 
we could speak; whatever governess ur teacher 
we had, my father always was our real teacher, 
my mother reserving one day and one line of 
instruction, which, like the red strand in En- 
glish naval cables, marked us for her own. 

While in Washington we had our routine of 
studies and town life; in New Orleans my elder 
sister and myself rose to the proportion of 
members of society, for my father’s clients 
when on their visits to Washington were pleased 
to have us for their little interprgters, and when 
we would be in New Orleans they would insist 
on treating usas grown people, inviting us 
formally to dinners, where we would be taken in 
formally by grown gentlemen and sit 
the whole entertainment. There was great in- 
herited wealth among these planters; they were 
generally educated in Paris; and with the com- 
bined resources of climate, taste, and wealth 


luxurious. 
In St. Louis where our house stood among its 
large trees in a square of its own we had toa 
large degree a pleasant out-door life. Our les- 
sons always were given on the broad gallery 
running around the house, andin every way 
we hadagreat deal of open-air life; but our 
true delight in out-of-doors was only to be had 
at my grandfather’s place in Virginia. When 
going there from Washi we used no pub- 
ic convevances beyond Fredericksburg; there 
the carriage and saddle-horses met us, my 
mother as well as my father often making the 
journey back on horseback, while the carriage 
was there for us children and for her to return 
to when tired,—a London-built traveling coach, 
which gave all the rest one looked oma ey 
high-swung, and with so many springs that 
— from the execrable roads was greatly 
esse 
The interval between the close of the long 
session and the winter was too short for the long, 
tedious journey to St. Louis and back. We 
only made that onalternate years after the 
short session, when high waters gave us large 
steamboats and comfortable trans for 
our little crowd.

28 Sullivan street. She is barely 16 years of age. 
As to when or where she was bittenis thus tar 
unknown, as ber parents coild not be found 
last night. It is exceedingly probable, however, 
that she was one of many persons that were 
bitten byarabid Spitz dog about the 15th of 
last month, and which was kilied on Lincoln 
avenue by Sergt. Lloyd. Some thirty or forty 
people were supposed to have been bitten, none 
seriously, by this canine, and if the Klein girl’s 
ease is the first result, it is apt to be followed 
by many similar.

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TATTOOING AS A FINE ART. 


Two Hours in the Studio of a Retired 
Sallor—How the Pictures Are Pricked into 
the Skin—The Favorite: Piece. 

New York Sun. 

Not far from Oak street, beside the doorway 
of av unostentatious liquor saloon, hangs a 
framed picture, painted with India ink and ver- 
milion on paper, representing an American 
eagle flapping his wings over a Goddess of Liber- 
ty, who waves the Stars and Stripes. Under- 
neath these emblemsa passing Sum reporter 


read: 

„Mu. Hildebrandt. Tattooing in India Ink.“ 

Behind a screen in the back room the owner 
of that aristocratic name was found bending 
over and firmly grasping the brawny arm of a 
sailor with his leit hand. and at work with his 
right on a *‘ crucifixion piece,“ as he explained. 
He threw a quizzical yet kindly glance at the in- 
truder. Workman aud subject sat opposite 
each other in chairs drawn close to the window. 
Under a felt hat, shoved back on the artist's 
head, twinkled a merry pair of gray eyes, while 
a grizzled mustache and a brown face, criss- 
crossed with fine wrinkles, spoke of past serv- 
ice on the seas. It wore an absorbed and 
placid expression, befitting a genuine artist. 
His, he said, isthe only studio of the kind in 
the city. On alittle stand within easy reach 
were two saucers containing pasty liquids, one 
black and the otber red; a razor, a sketching- 
book partly filled with colored drawings, and a 
queer little instrument made by binding six No. 
12 needles to the end of a stick as large as a pen- 
holder and half as long. The points were so 
arranged that while they themselves formed a 
straight line at the end, yet they slanted and 
ran upward to an obtuse point. These the 
artist called his tools, and, while he talked, he 
es the needles, with a monotonous motion, 

nto the guiding lines which he had previously 
drawn on the sailor’s arm. The points made a 
scratching sound as they tore the skin and left 
in it the poisonous fluid, which had been taken 
up at each dip in the saucer. The artist first 
sketched a little, then pricked a little. With a 
damp cloth, after pricking fora few moments. 
the arm was wiped clean trom ink to enable the 
draughtsman to see clearly where to mark the 
lines that wereto follow. The arm at first 
looked smooth, surprisingly so fora sailor’s 
but a glance at the razor suggested that it nad 
been previously shaved. Soon, under the irri- 
tating thrusts of the needles, the lines began to 
make ridgesand leave little hollows, and in 
some places the blood started. Tue seaman 
said, as he shifted to an easier position: 

“It’s nothin’; nothin’ at all! I’ve had it 
done afore, n' it on’y smarts like a sunburn for 
a few days; that’s all!“ 

Meanwhile the “piece” grew under the nee- 
dies. It stretched from the wrist to the elbow, 
vn the inside of the arm. First the sorrowful 
head of the Savior appeared, drooping on His 
bosom ; then the outstretched arms; the lower 
limbs ; the cross, faithfully shaded, in perspect- 
tive; a “Mary” kneeling, witn hands upraised 
and clasped, and finally a background of build- 
ings, each with a dome or aspire surmounted 
by across. Then, with vermilion, the fronts of 
the buildings were reddened, the gown of the 

Mary” was tinted, and the cloth about the 
middie of the hanging figure was deeply dyed. 

t came the blood that flowed from the 
wound in the side, and from the pierced hands 
and feet. Drops of blood were traced from 
them as though it was running down the arm. 
Two hours had since the needles first 
entered the skin. 

“That's the best one I ever see,” said the 
sailor, admiringix, as he tried to twist his arm

Sail- 
ors, years azo, had a fashion of tattoving their 
arms, but it’s no more common among them 
pow than among menin any siness. 
They first learned tne art from savages, je 
traveling among them, and so it has spread all 
over the world. Because sailors were first to 
introduce — it is supposed that they are 
chiefly the guild that practices it. Not one in 
ten that tattoo is a sailor. Men in all kinds of 
business in the city have come here. They gen- 


A butcher asks for acieaver and saw, crossed ; a 
tinner, for a red-hot soldering iron; blacksmith, 
for an anvil and hammer, and so on. Most of 
them have some fancy of their own, and I put 
it in shape. Achap wanted a box put on the 
other day. Said 1, What's that for!’ Oh,“ 
he replied ‘I’m a boxmaker, aud I want one on 


my arm.“ 

„Then there’s society men,“ continued the 
artist, *‘lixe the Free Masons and Odd-Fellows, 
who want a square and compass, the All-seeing 
eye, or atrowel. A good many young bioods 
come, too. A whole lot of college fellows used 
to visit here, one by one, and every one wanted 
the same sign onhis arm. They had some 
secret society in college that they didn’t want 
any body to find out; tor they were mighty 
particular to keep me irom learning the name. 
There was a lot of letters they called ‘Greek’ 
and a skull and cross- bones and things. Lands- 
men are more fond of tattooing than sailors now- 
adays, I tell you.” 

The arms and hands are the favorite places 
for tattooing, I suppose!“ 

‘* Well, yes; but the place is a matter of taste. 
You see tattooing one’s self is a fanciful thing, 
mostly, thougu it is olten useful. In war time 
Free Masons used to come ip agores and get an 
embiem of the craft pricked on the back of the 
hand, where it could be most easily observed, 
so thatif they were killedin battle and any 
brother Mason found them he would see the 
sign on the hand while looking for a ring, may- 
hap, and give them a Christian burial, or search 
for some means of identification. Manv a poor 
fellow has iound a resting place in the old 
family lot in his native viilage by that means, 
instead of being robbed on the night after bat- 
tle and left to lie there unknown. But then 
it’s a fancy, after all, and some won't tottoo 
their hands or arms because they don’t want 
any one but themselves to know it. I'm pretty 
well scratched myself.“ 

He shoved up bis sleeves, and both hands and 
arms were covered with designs and letters. 
Tuey were so interwoven as to be almost undis- 
tinguishable. 

Can't make them ont, can you!“ he er- 
claimed with agrin. ‘“ That's because I prac- 
ticed on myself for a good while befvure I spoilt 
any one eise’s skin. On my back, covering a 
goud big bit ot it, isa ‘ crucifixion,’ and other 
pieces are on my legs. No, I couldn't put 
tuat on myself, of course.

“Some! The other day a herdsman from 
the plains came in and said: ‘Look yar, boss! 
plaster me all over with them thar picturs I've 
hearn teil on, an’ I'll nake yer eves shine!’ and 
he pulled out a fist with the genuine shiaers in 
it. That chap came every day ior over a week, 
and went away with almost as many ‘picturs’ 
on him as Capt. Costenteous has. Fourtéen 
big pieces. I wish I bad more such customers, 
even though bis skin was tougher than a side 
of sole leather.“ 

The artist thrust his hands into his pockets and 
added, meditatively: I suppose it’s the ex- 
posure to the wind and weather that made his 
skin so thick.” 

“Then the thickness of the skin has some- 
thing to do with the difficulty of working suc- 
cussfully?’’ 

Oh, yes; some skins are as fine as satin, and 
they must be touched with the needies as gen- 
tly asa babv’s. Others are so tough that it 
dulls or breaks the needles. If you prick thin 
skin too much it swells up frightrully; and if 
the thick is not pricked enough the poison works 
out. It must be just touched under the—cutile 
you call it, don’t you?’

The vermilion is the common kind, but the 
India ink sometimes has camphorin it. That 
kind isn’t worth two cents a cart-load for this 
business; it makés the skin puff up, and some- 
times the lines broaden and grow dim.

George I. Fox was born in Boston in the year 
1825. and at the early age of five years made his 
first appearance on the stage of the Tremont 
Street Theatre of his native city, as one of the 
children in The Hunter of the Alps.“ Mr. 
Charles Kean was playing an engagement there 
at the time, aud it was on the occasion of that 
distinguished actor’s benefit that tue future 
Grimaldi of the American stage was introduced 
to the public. In 1850 Fox came to New York 
and became’ connected with the National 
Theatre. It was while there that he first eu- 
tertained the idea of undertaking pantomimic 
characters. The famous French pantowinists, — 
the Ravel brothers, Antoine, Jerome, and Ga- 
briel.—who had returned to this country in 
1849, were amusing the New Yorkers at Niblo’s 
Garden, at that time one of the most pooular 
places of amusement in the city. Mr. Fox be- 
came an attentive student of their methods and 
a close observer of the way in which they put 
subjects on the stage.

Mlle. Venturoli, the dancer, who it will be re- 
membered made her first appearance in Ameri- 
cain the Crosby Opera-House, is living ill in 
New York, having beeu stricken with paralysis 
some time ago. The other day she was made 
the victim of a heartiess swindler. who spoke 
Italian fluently, besides French and English, and 
represented himself as the agent of St. Antonia 
Society, an Italian association organized for the 
relief of the Italian poor.

Venturoli pos- 
sessed was a $2 bill, which she gave him. He 
took the bill and went out, promising to return 
the change. He has not been seen since. The 
check, of course, Was spurious. 

The Rev. William Wilberforce Newton and 
George B. Watson have been telling a Boston 
reporter about a Theatre-Reform Association 
they have organiged. Edwin Booth and Dion 
Boucicault are said. to have written their ap- 
proval of the scheme. Mr. Newton says that 
the time has come for a wise discrimination be- 
tween good and bad plays, and as an intelli- 
gent person discriminates between a good and 
an unwholesome novel, so persons should dis- 
criminate between good and bad dramatic pro- 
ductions. A similar society is at present at 
work in England, of which the Bishop of Man- 
chester is the President. In his interview Mr. 
Watson said: ‘While we intend to be alwa7s 
friendly towards the drama, we shall never dic- 
tate to the managers of theatres. But 
this we do intend to do: Printed 
circulars will be distributed at the various 
railway depots warning the people of the un- 
wholesome plays running at any certain theatre, 
and if they witness such plays, then it is their 
own fault.” This is decidediy a new departure, 
as orthodox divines have generally argued that 
the influence of the stage was intrinsically bad, 
and that it was folly to attempt to make it bet- 
ter. The results of the experiment will be 
awaited with interest both by theatre-goers and 
those who have opposed dramatic representa- 
tions.

And,do you know, this old 
fellow turned and saw me crying. He says,

GOV. CULLOM’S VETO OF THE BUILDING A8SO- 

CIATION ACT. ~ 
The Building Association Journal of Philadcl- 
phia criticises —4 Cullom’s veto of the act 
passed by the late Legislature permitting the 
—* of Building Associations in this State. 
t says: 

The objections of Gov. Cullom may be founded 
in sound reason, yet we are somewhat inclined to 
question the force of his. argument, and to look 
critically at his interpretation of the State Consti- 
tation. 


The 3 of an association under this act 
must state the object and purpose of its formation 
to be the buiiding and improvt teads. We 
have not ali the subsequent sections of the act be- 
fore us, but here is the boundary at once definea in 
the exercise by the cor tion of its corporative 
powers.

These 
are familiar principles in the enactment of munici- 
bal laws. If, then, respecting Building Associa- 
tions, the General Assembly enacted that the pre- 
miums, etc., although amounting to more than the 
etatutory rate of interest, should not be considered 
usurious, such premiums, etc. , would be legal, and 
we conceive not usurious. We are compelled to 
conclude, then, that the act does not contravene 
the prohibition of | of the Constitution, and that in re- 
lation to the on of usury, it merely makes an 
ym g cary to ee general interest law. We think 
that the interests of a 22 body of citizens would 
have been conserved by the approval of the bill.

ENGLISH TRAVELERS IN IRE- 
"LAND. 


Landon Times, Oct. 11. 

lt is a great pity that few of our summer 
travelers, and fewer still of our writers and 
| visit ireland. .We have often before 
expressed our regret at this fact, and we express 
n once more. But Englishmen must not be be- 
guiled across ti Channel on false preterses. 
Ireland is not a perfect country to visit for mere 
purposes of pleasure. The climate is uncertain, 
and in a land where, above all other lands, the 
traveler may count on a shower for every 
excursion he makes, a national vehicle 
has been devised which is pre- 
eminent above all national vehicles in 
being defenseless against the weather. The 
native thinks nothing of rain, and he is, hap- 
pily, unconscious of the defects of the outside 
car; but the unhappy Saxon crossing dreary 
wastes of peat land, on what the driver calls a 
“soft” day, is very soon and painfully con- 
scious that he is wet through from top to toe. 
Again, if the traveler is of an inquiring disposi- 
thon, as writers and politicians may be supposed 
to be, he is often put out in the prosecution of 
his inquiries. His first difficulty is that the 
good-natured native, who is not too accurate at 
the best of times, always prefers to give 
answers which he thinks will be pleasant to the 
mquirer. It is very hard that a man should 
come from to be told disagreeable 
truths, so the respondent gives a guess at what 
he believes the traveler would like to hear, and 
that be tells him. Even after this preliminary 
difficulty is got over, and g approaching 
real confidence is establis the serenity of 
the curious Englishman is apt to be often dis- 
turded. He somehow or other may come across 
an Irishman who tells him what he thinks, but 
the thoughts thus revealed are in his judgment 
so inconsequent, 60 nuected, so wrong- 
headed—in a word, so unlike his own—that he is 
tempted to abandun as insoluble the problem of 
establishing a common unde ng with his 
interlocutor. The logical processes of the two 
men are not the same; and it u one of the 
hardest problems ol real life to establish any 
mental relation between them. Lf, however. 
our traveler is a man with a head upon bis

difficulty we have described he is going 
through the very process of education 
for which he came. He crossed over to 
Ireland to understand Irishmen, to get used 
to their language and their thoughts, to scram- 
ble with them to their conclusions, to be with 
them in their twists and turns of fancy, to 
fathom, by partici in their life, the secret 
of their bates and their loves. Every one who 
goes to France, to Italy, or to Germany for any 
other purpose than that of new air 
knows that he goes through processes like these 
to learn how a Frenchman, an Italian. or a Ger- 
mau thinks; it ought not to be incomprehensi- 
bie that something similar has to be undertaken 
and achieved by those who would travel in Ire- 
land with profit. But it ts not easy. It is nowhere 
easy, aud it is, perhaps, least of all easy in a 
country where the identity of language misleads 
the wanderer at the beginving by inducing a 
presumption that men who speak the same 
tongue must think the same thoughts, 
It must be confessed also that there 
are many travelers who have by nature very lit- 
tie of that flexibility of mind without which the 
knowledge of a new country is almost unat- 
tainable. They may even be sedulous to correct
